His Friends Fear That He Has Been 
Murdered and Robbed. 
A Gift of $600,000 Made Yesterday by 
Mr. D. Freeman 


For the Benefit of the University of Southern 
Califoruie-J. H. Oliver Is Captured at 
last—His Sixteen-Year-Old Com- 
panion Left in the Mountains. 


A report was flying around on the streets 
yesterday to the effect that a prominent 
traveling man who had been visiting friends 
out south of town had been overtaken by 
ping uglies or footpads, and after being 
robbedot allthe money he had about his 
clothes, some $2000, had been badly beaten 
and left by the side of the road unconScious. 

In tracing the rumor to its source a Times 
reporter discovered that the truth of the 
matter was about as follows: Some time 
last week a gentleman named McClellan, 
connected with a large manufacturing firm 
of Halifax, N. B., paid a visit to an old 
fried of his named Davis, who resides out 
on one of the streets near Washington Car- 
dens. He stated to his friend that he had 
come here to spend a short vacation, and to 
invest some money if a favorable oppor- 
tunity presented itself. He said he had 
brought about 22000 with him, #500 of which 
was in gold and the remainder in a check 
drawn by the Bank of Halifax on the Lon- 
don, Paris and American Bank of San Fran- 
cisco, 

Mr. MeClellan announced his intention 

of accepting the invitation tendered him 
hy hisfriend to make himself at home in 
their house, and all last week he was 
around the house excapt what little time he 
spent in going down town to look at various 
pieces of property he meditated purchas- 
ing. 
On Friday last he left the house in the 
early part of the day, saying he wonld not 
be gone very long, and from that time until 
late last nightin spite of the closest in- 
quiries no intelligence has been received of 
his whereabouts. His friends are somewhat

A PRINCELY GIFT. 


What D. Freeman Proposes to Do for 
Kducational Interests. 

Ip his discourse on the question of the 
“Modern Methods of Education” before the 
Methodist-Episcopal Conference of South- 
ern Galifornia, delivered at the Fort-street 
M. E. Church two weeks ago, Dr. Bovard, 
the president of the University of Southern 
California stated that the institution was 
to be made more effective from time to 
time by the addition of a number of colleges 
to be cStablished at favorable points 
thranghout Ahis section of the country, in 
whieh the diferent branches of a first-class 
ant curriculum might be studied 
apart from others. In short, there would be 
established colleges at which but one 
braneh woukl be taught, but that would be 
taught thoroughly by the most advanced 
and celebrated professors of the study in 
Alerica, 

Several of these colleges are already in 
existence, and others are even now being 
negotiated for. It is now announced that 
Mr. D. Freeman, the former owner of the 
Centinela ranch and one of the wealthiest 

and most progressive men in the southern 
part of the State, has made a P00 000, dona- 
tion of the immense sum of $600,000, to be 
devoted to the establishment of a college 
for the study of the applied sciences. One 
hundred thousand dollars of this sum is to 
be used in the erection and equipment of the 
college builditg on the campus, so kindl 
donated by the Centinela Inglewood Lanc 
Company, and the remaining #500,000 is to 
be used as an endowment fund. 

The condition upon which this dona- 
tion is made is that the college shall be 
located and maintained on the site in the 
new town ot Inglewood, situated on the 
Centinela ranch, near the Ballona road 
going to the beach, and it is certain that on 
the whole of the estate no prettier or 
healthier site exists than the one selected 
by the company. 

A College of Applied Sciences is one of 
the great wants of the University, and with 
a complete repens of the necessary 
apparatus, will place the University of 
Southern California on a plane with any 
other institution of learning in the State. 
It is stated that other gentleinen have made 
similar offers of donations for colleges in 
which the exclusive study of other higher 
branches might be held, and as soon as the 
ay arrangements are made and 
he matter brought before -the Board of. 
Regents of the University they will be 
made public.

The Till-Tapper Falis Low Enough 
to Rob His Fellow Prisoners. 
Readers of Tit Times will doubtless 
remember the story of William Beareau, 
the till-tapper. Beareau had been living 
but about six weeks in this city, and during 
that time had been intheemploy of Mr. 
Sherman, proprietor of a drug store on 
North Main street, at which place he had 
By means of 
a decoy, made by putting a number of 
marked pieces of money in the till to which 
te had access, Beareau was caught ip the 
act of stealing, and was captured witha 
bank book in his possession, showing that 
he had “salted down” something over in 
the short time he had been in the store. At 
the time of his detection and trial he ex- 
pressed great contrition for his misdeeds, 
and to make all the amends possible. re- 
turned to Mr. Sherman the whole amount of 
his peculations, and said that it would be a 
lesson to him that he would never forget.

lishing for the County of Los Angeles an 
industrial {and educational institution for 
children under 16 years of age, said joint 
committee to arrange all details and report 
to this Council at the first meeting in No- 
vember 1887.

The Restriction Actt—A New Wrinkle. 


The Restriction Act has at no time 
been an overtiowing success. Since the 
enactment of the measure Chinese 
have managed to enter the country 
about. as regularly as they did before. 
True, the number of Chinese immi- 
grants has not been so great as in the 
years preceding the attempted applica- 
tion of restriction, but then the de- 
mand for Chinese labor has not been 
as it was in ante-restriction days. 

The completion of the great railway 
enterprises, and the prevalence and 
continuance of anti-Chinese agitations, 
cut down enormously the immigration 
from China, even before the Restriction 
Act went into force; and the probabili- 
ties are that we have received as many 
Chinese immigrants since the being of 
the act as we would have received did 
it not exist.

While it has not re- 
stricted Chinese immigration it has 
saddied immense cost upon the Gov- 
ernment in keeping the United States

IN THE TENTED CITY. 


Unwelcome Liain—Thausands of Ar- 
rivals. 

St. Lovts, Sept. 26.—[By the Associated 
Press.} A national salute from Camp 
Washington heralded the dawning of day 
this morning for the veterans of the Grand 
Army, and aroused visitors and committees 
whose duties called them to early trains. 
The thin mist hanging over the city began 
increasing, and developed into a steady, 
disagreeable rain. However, west and 
south poured in great crowds, and before 
noon the railroads had brought in 10,000 
citizen soldiers and many more of their 
households. At the depot and camps all 
seemed confusion, but order quickly as- 
sumed command, and the search for old 
regiments and old friends at once began. 

STILL POURING IN. 

All the afternoon and evening? the ar- 
rivals of veterans and their families, in 
squads, groups, posts and divisions, by regu- 
lar and excursion trains, and by steamboa 
have been incessant. They have march 
through the muddy streets in spite of rain, 
and gone into camp or lodging-house. Com- 
ing in such unorganized detachments and 
failing to report, all attempts to keep a rec- 
ord or make an estimate of their number 
have failed, though those in charge are sat- 
isfied that very many more than were 
counted upon have come. 

A TENTED CITY. 

The headquarters of the Encampment are 
connected by telegraph and have convenient 
dining halls. A bale of straw makes mat- 
tresses for each tent bed. Five hundred of 
these are pitched in Lyon Park, 300 in Con- 
cordia park, in Hyde Park 500, Washington 
Park 55, Carr Place 700, St. Louls 300, Jack- 
son Park 150, Forest Park 250, around the 
court house,and other places 100 in the heart 
of the city. For several days deserted Walks 
and white coverings were more like a city 
dead, but tonight an army of jovial and 
tried spirits crowd the way. Doubts as to 
whether the boys would take to the tents 
has been dispelled, for on this mizzling and 
rainy day more applications for such shelter 
have been made than the tents are ready 
for, but the neighborhood hotels and 
boardinghouses offer relief for the surplus.

Sometimes the call is for a comrade not 
seen for years. Too often there is no re- 
sponse, but then again there is an answer.

gether.

“FOREIGN PIBLDS. 


Northern Mexico Visited by a| 


Great Storm. 


Delayed Travelers Entertained by, 
Chihuahua’s Governor. 


Frarce Demands an Inquiry Into .the 
Recent Frontier Affair. 


Rumor That President Grevy Will Resign—Span- 
lards Massacred by Natives at Ponape—The 
Ameer’s Troops Deserting Him— 
Gleanings from Abroad. 


By Telegraph to The Timee. 

Ex Paso (Tex.), Sept. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|} A most violent storm has 
been raging in Northern Mexico for severa! 
days. At Touz, twenty-eight miles north of 
Chihuahua, a bridge 200 feet long was 
almost eompletely destroyed, together with 
considerable other propefty. All trains are 
delayed: The passengers on the north- 
bound train were taken to the ranch of 
Gov. Terrazas in the morning, where they 
were breakfasted, and are being entertained 
until the road is repaired to resume their 
journey. 

Freight train No. 2, going south, when 
rear Galligo, withtwo engines ahead and 
one behind, broke intwo. The fore part 
stopped andthe rear part came crashing 
into it, demolishing two cars and damaging 
many others. The trainmen were unhurt. 

A treight coming north, six miles out of 
Chihuahua, ran into a washout and landed 
the engine and three cars in the flood. En- 
gineer McLane was caught under his en- 
gine, but got out alive and isat Chihuahua.

GENERAL FOREIGN BUDGET. 


France Much Excited Over the Late 
Frontier Episode. 

Panis, Sept. %.—[{By the Associated 
Press.} The following details have been 
received concerning the shooting incident 
on the Franto-German frontier: On Sat- 
urday morning a party of five sportsmen 
and four beaters were following a path on 
French territory seven yards from the 
frontier when a person standing ‘behind 
plum trees on the German side and eighty 
yards from the frontier, fired three shots at 
them. The first bullet did not hit any one, 
but the second killed one of the beaters 
named Brignon, and the third severely 
wounded a gentleman named Wanger. Ger-. 
man officials declare that a German soldier 
named Kauffman, who was detailed to as- 
sist the forest guards in preventing poach- 
ing, fired the shots. Kauffman affirms 
that he shouted three times for the peony to 
halt before firing at them. He lieved 
they were on German territory. The sports- 
men declare they heard nothing. Officials 
on both sides of the frontier are making in- 
quiry as to the shooting. 

Paris papers urge the people to regard 
the shooting affair with calmness, in order 
not to embarrass the Government in its 
handling of the case. At the same time, 
the Government is urged by the press to 
demand full reparation. The public of 
France are nape | uneasy over the fre- 
quent repetition of these exasperating in- 
cidents on the Gerinan frontier, and it is 
feared that this one may exhaust the popu- 
lar patience and induce an explosion of 
public wrath. 

ROUVIER’S ACTION. 

Paris, Sept. 26.—Premier Rouvier has de 
cided to senda note to Berlin requesting 
the German Government in the interest of 
continuing friendly relations to institute 
an inquiry into the frontier affair without 
delay. Count Von Munster, German Am- 
bassador here, expressed regret at the oc- 
currence, and gave assurance that justice 
will be done by the German Government. 

GERMANY’S REASSURING REPLY. 

Bertin, Sept. 26. An official order has 
been sent to Strasburg for a detailed report 
of the frontier affair. The French Minister 
is authorized to promise ample justice and 
indemnity if a German official is found re- 
sponsible. 

MORE TROUBLE AT PONAPE, 

MApnip, Sept. 26.—Rioting is reported 
from the island of Ponape, in consequence 
of the expulsion of the Protestant mission- 
ary. Advices say that the Spanish Gov- 
ernor of Ponape has been killed and many 
of the wounded have taken refuge on the 
Spanish ntoons. The insurgents are 
masters of the island. Two war ships have 
been sent to the scene. 

GREVY MAY RESIGN. 

Panis, Sept. 26.—It is reported that M. 

Grevy will shortly resign the Presidency. 
THE AMEER’S ARMY DESERTING. 

Lonpon, Sept. 26.—Advices from Cabul, 
the capital of Afghanistan, under date of 
September 16th, state that Abdul Khan, 
commander of the Zemadwar army of the 
Ameer, fled with 2000 soldiers and went to 

oin Ayoub Khan and _ safely reached 
<azawhan, in northern Belochistan, on the 
12th inst. 

A TYPICAL IRISH ROW. 

DvuBLin, September 26.—Bailiffs, accom- 
panied by police, seized a number of cattle 
belonging to a family named Hurly, at Kil- 
barry, today. A crowd attacked the officers 
with stones and pitchforks. The police 
charged their assailants with fixed bayo- 
nets, and bayoneted several, but were 
obliged to retreat without the cattle.

In the education of women 
everything that tends to obliterate the 
mental differences between women and 
men should be avoided, because that 
destroys the greatest churm of life, ami 
deprives women of their most i 
ble source of influence over nen. 
' Mrs. Sedgwick says that the female:

or less of it into the system. The cigar 
would come next in favor. Of course 


the strong?r a pipe is the more nicotine 
there is. in it, and the more nicotine 
you bave tuc greater is the chance of 
mijuring your “system. The chief con- 
stituents of tobacco smoke are water, 
carbunic acid, carbonic oxide in a state 
of gas aud nicotine. 

hen a man smokes too much the ex- 
cess produces redness and irritation of 
the stomach, and the membrane secretes 
irregularly ana does not produce the 
due amount of gastric fluid. [ence 
digestion is interfered with. 

bat is the tirst phase. After awhile 
‘the stomach gets into such a condition 
that it wwicrates this state of existence, 
80 that there is not the same nausea 
produced in an old smoker that we 
find in a young smoker. 

Whether smoking is good for a man 
depends.on his organization. [ do not 
think that smoking is ever reaily bene- 
Jicial for a nervous man. ‘Then, again, 
much depends on how much a man 
smokes, andl when he smokes. There 
ure certa n men who, when they are 
hired, when their nervous system has 
heen on top great a strain, will smoke 
one or twee cigars, they will become 
quiet. The nervous man should not 
smoke at all. Phlegmatic persons 
would be least liable to be harmed. 

It, depends on how much you sinoke 
us Wo whether you will become harmed 
by the practice. The people who are 
injured by tobacco are they who smoke 
too much, those who smoke on an empty 
stomach those who use Strong 
tobaceo. But if aman only smoked in 
moderatic 1-—say two or three cigars a 
day—he would not stand much chance 
of being injured very seriously. You 
eannot lay down a rule how mucha 
man shall smoke. Some men are more 
susceptible ww the effects of tobacco 
than others. When smoking makes a 
man fee! baud or nervous, he may con- 
sider that be has received notice to 
quit. A man might smoke a cigar 
after a heavy dinner, ana feel quieted 
by it, but it he continued smoking he 
would excite the nervous system so 
that he con'd not sleep all night. And 
there are 4 greal many people who can- 
not smoke at all alt night without in- 
terfering with sleep... 

Some men get the habit of smoking 

so fixed dha, they smoke constantly. 
The tobacco habit is just as hard to 
break as the alcohol habit. I know a 
may who discontinued smoking for 
eight years, and atthe end of that time 
he wanted to smoke as badly as he did 
at first. When the tobacco habit is 
once firmly formed a man seldom loses 
his taste for “the weed.”’ 

The disease known as the “tobacco 
heart,”’ which is caused by excessive 
smoking, may be described as a weak 
action of the heart. In a certain dis- 
ease of the heart produced by smoking 
the symptoms are retro-sternal pains, 
with extreme anguish, paleness of face, 
cold sweat, faintness, deep and sighing 

respiration and slowness of the pulse, 
= ch is ulso intermittent. I have 
secn a case where a man’s ordinary 
pulse was 11” simply from excessive 
smoking. Eventually the man’s nervous 
system broke do vn entirely. 

Ther there is the smoker's throat. 
That consists of an irritable state of 
the mucous membrane at the back of 
the throat: redness, dryness and en- 
largement of the tonsils, which render. 
swallowing painful. This is more often 
produced by cigars than pipes, and is, 
usually cured if thesmoker stops smok- 


Writers’ cramp, steel-pen palsy, teleg- 
raphers’ cramp and pianists’ cramp 
are often brought on by an excessive 
useof tobacco. Smoking immoderately 
will also cause atrembling of the hands, 
such as we see in old age. 

I have never seen any man who 
smoked enough to warrant being sent 
to an insane asylum. Ihave seen one 
ease of sub-ucute mania that Whs.said 
to have been produced by tobacco, 
bat I question the statement.- The 
patient did tise a great deal of tobac- 
co, but many men outside of insane 
asylums use much of it. 

Cigarette smoking is, by all odds, the 
most pernicious of tobacco habits, n=" 
cause the clfarette smokers inhale a 
large quatutity of tobacco smoke. 
Nothing too severe can be said 
against boys smoking cigarettes. 
Cigarette smoking interferes with 
nutrition. Bovs who are persistent 
cigarette smokers are apt to be dwarfed 
and stunted in their growth. They do 
not grow as they should, and their ner- 
‘vous system is not properly developed. 
Not only is there arsenic in the paper 
used, but there are other foreign sub- 

stances in the tobacco. If they will 
smoke cizurettes. the least harmful ones 
are the “tobacco” cigarettes. A cigar- 
ette smoker is generally pale, and has 
an air as if lacking nutrition. I think 
a law should be passed prohibiting the 
sale of cigarettes to boys. 

Only lately I read an item in « news- 

paper to the effect that out of twenty 
oung men who competed fer a West 
Point cadetship ut Westlield, Mass.. 
ten were rejected by the physicians be- 
cause they had “the tobacco heart.” 
brought on by cigarette smoking. They 
were unfitdor West Point service. 

Cigarette smeking is always injurious, 
It is true the French, the Cubans, the 

aniards aud Mexicans are great 

garette smokers. but they are a very 
nervous people. Still, I do not think it 
injures them as much as it does Ameri- 
cans. 

Aman who as any disease of the 
lungs will increase fhe throat trouble 
if smokes excessively. The man 
with a cough is sure to be more dis- 
tressel in a reom full of tobacco 
smoke. While it is questionable 
whether the smoking habit produces 
any disease of the lungs 1n itself, after 
the disease has once begun there is no 
doubt that tobaeco sinoke acts as an! 
irritant.

The burden of Socialistic and Anarchistic 
complaint is invariably the existence of 
capital, capitalists and the “capitalistic 

ss.” They are never alluded to except 
, ey ure char with all the misfor- 
ong * verty, if not the 
crime, in the Nation. The capitalist, in 
their eyes. is a monster who must be de- 
stoyed. ‘The press is called the representa- 
tive of his interests and the defender of his 
oppressions. The police and the militia are 
deneunced as his tools. The law-makers 
are his creatures. If the Socialists 
are to be believed, nothing so _ bad, 
80 oppressive. so dangerous, exists as 
the capitalists. Parsons said in April, 1885: 
“The only way to convince the capitalists is 
to use the gun and a, Spies said 
in March, 1586: “Who wants ta attack cap- 
italist strongholds must overthrow the body- 
guard, the well-drilled and well-armed men 
of order.” Sehwabsaid on the day before 
the massacre: “The murderous capitalistic 
beasts have become drunk with the sinok- 
ing blood of the laborers.” The evening of 
the massacre Fielden said: “Men, women 
and children have not been. spared by the 
capitalists and minions of capital,” The 
speeches and writings of these men and of 
their friends outside of the jail are full of 
bloodthirsty denunciations of capitalists. 

Who are these objects of Socialistic 
hatred? In general the capiéalists of the 
United States are all pergons who have 
obtained and saved property by labor of 
hand or head, “by — or by kequest. 
The largest single element of these capital- 
ists comprises the owners of money in sav- 
ings banks. In the Eastern States they 
hold eleven hundred millions, twice the 
capital of all the national banks, ac- 
cumulated by thrift, economy and in- 
dustry, and belonging to all classes 
otpeople. This is the highest form 
of capital. To the second class ot capital- 
ists belong all farasiers who own their lands 
in whole or in part, comprising 4,000,000 fami- 
lies, in possessio“\of $10.000,000,000 of prop- 
erty, who do more hard work in one day 
than these Socialistic agitators do in a year, 
and whose property represents their work. 
Next come all the town people of the Union 
who own their homes, and these are several 
million in number; then all who have in- 
vested their money in business, manufac- 
turing industries, railroad and other forms 
of transportation, in mining, merchandise 
trades and occupations of every kind, an 
findity those whose money is in stocks, 
bonds, mortgages, and corporate property, 
numbering several millions more, and be- 
hind them are their children, getting ready 


* to recruit their ranks as they fall out. 


In short, the capitalists of the United 
States include four-fifths of its people, and 
the so-called capitalistic press represent their 
interest and their pursuits. They in turn, 
represent the thri(t, economy, industry and 
enterprise of the country and provide em- 
ployment for the workingman.
